1. IDSs filed on 7/23/03, 08/08/2003, 10/30/2003, 09/23/2004, 10/12/2004, 
06/29/2005, and 06/13/2006 have been considered. 

2. This is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. The closest prior art 
Shah Chandrakant et al US 20030078893 discloses a method /apparatus for remotely 
printing postage indicia. 

JP2001310538 A, Komai Kensaku discloses a method for printing of which the 

operation in preference between the letter output operation and the sales registration 

operation can be selected by a user according to the using conditions. 

However, neither Shah nor Komai singularly or in combination discloses the recited 

feature: 

As per claim 1 "generating the indicium, wherein the indicium includes the textual 
representation of the digital signature and the 2-D bar code, and communicating the 
indicium from one of a plurality of stateless cryptomodules to one of a plurality of 
remotely located user computers, each stateless cryptomodule being programmable to 
service any of the plurality of remotely located user computers". 
As per claims 12, 19 and 30 "generating a message digest by hashing relevant 
information, generating a text representation of a digital signature, generating a 2-D bar 
code comprising the relevant information, and generating the indicium, wherein the 
indicium includes the textual representation of the digital signature and the 2-D bar 
code".
